PEACE. More 
interest attaches the annual 
meeting the National Educa- 
tional Association which will 
held San Francisco and Oak- 
land this summer. the meeting works out ac- 
cording the program there will less peanut 
politics and more ideas. Illuminating and stimu- 
lating and worthy the organization and the 
cause represents the project holding world 
conference education. The men behind the 
movement realize that the world needs peace; and 
they perceive that pacific ideals can best nur- 
tured the schools all the nations. heartily 
wish the international conference well, and hope 
that its labors may prove permanent benefit. 
the world large. 

all schools our Catholic schools should 
most alert and enthusiastic the interests inter- 
national peace. Those luminous words the 
Risen Christ, “My peace leave with you, 
peace give unto you,” are still potent words— 
more potent far than the oily oratory European 
diplomats visiting this country negotiate loans 
order make war their neighbors. And 
are going secure world peace the degree and 
the extent which restore all things 
Christ. 

The international ideal not alien Catholic 
life aod Catholic thought. Even the youngest chil- 
dren our schools grasp something its signifi- 
cance. They know that the Pope interna- 
tional ruler, and that, like his Divine Master, his 
kingdom not this world. They know that 
throughout all the regions the earth Catholic 
doctrine unified and Catholic worship has its 
focal point the adorable Sacrifice They 
know that the little boys and girls Italy 
Australia, Patagonia Siam learn the same 
religion lessons substantially the same way, 
make the same Sign the Cross, use the sarae 
Holy Rosary honor the same Blessed Mother, 
and recognize the same canons right and wrong, 
virtue and vice. The international idea more 
thoroughly imbedded the Catholic school than 
possibly some our separated brethren are keen 
realize.

“4. secure more accurate and satisfying in- 
formation and more adequate statements the 
textbooks used the schools the various coun- 
tries. 

“5. foster national comradeship and confi- 
dence which will produce more sympathetic ap- 
preciation among all nations. 

“6. inculcate into the minds and hearts the 
rising generation those spiritual values necessary 
carry forward the principles emphasized the 
Conference Limitation Armaments. 

“7. Finally, throughout the world, all schools, 
emphasize the essential unity mankind upon 
the evils war and upon the absolute necessity 
universal peace.” 

These are all worthy ideals, and our Catholic 
educators stand solidly behind them. Indeed, our 
Catholic schools, this country and all coun- 
tries, are daily working order that such ideals 
may come nearer realization. For our schools 
represents one sort, and very important sort, 
unity; and organic unity the ground work 
international peace. 


BEGINNING THE SCHOOL. The com- 
mittee rightly states that better understanding 
among peoples and nations can most effectively 
fostered the schools. You can’t get real inter- 
national ideals into the heads the present gene- 
ration European diplomats—the Great War 
showed that, and did the Peace Conference and 
its aftermath, and does the French occupation 
Germany. Much wisdom inheres the conten- 
tion the committee that, “The dynamic forces 
which make for peace war are formed when the 
young are taught. The teacher, whether mother, 
priest schoolmaster the real maker history, 
and the school will shape the destiny tomor- 
row. fitting, therefore, that the educational 
forces the world should join hands sympa- 
thetic comradeship. Out this movement may 
issue spirit which international hatreds shall 
cease and replaced friendly competition for 
the betterment mankind, securing for all men 
more equal opportunity and the removal unjust 
discriminations against any people because for- 
tune, race, creed. the duty the school 
see that the waters the well peace are kept 
pure.” 

Good sentences and well pronounced! 
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SOME DIFFICULTIES. But there are other and 
perhaps more immediate factors the problem. 
Our children read newspapers and witness the 
reproduction current events the movies and 
get contact with ideas that float the air. And 
perhaps some them will puzzled. They may 
difficult reconcile good will and amity 
with the wave anti-Semetic and anti-Catholic 
bigotry which present sweeping over the land 
the free. They may not able see how 
world-wide toleration rights and privileges can 
squared with the attempts made Oregon and 
elsewhere take away from parents the fundamen- 
tal right educating their own offspring. They 
may wonder how discrimination against foreign- 
born citizens the United States and against 
prospective citizens indicated “appreciation the 
value and the inherited gifts nationality through 
centuries development and progress.” may 
loss discover how military schools and 
reserve officers’ training corps “foster national 
comradeship and confidence” “emphasize the es- 
sential unity mankind upon the evils war and 
upon the absolute necessity universal peace.” 

These and other difficulties, devoutly 
hoped, the California conference will frankly face 
and firmly with. 


THE HISTORICAL BACKGROUND. One 
suggestion have offer the framers the 
program: Not the least effectual means incul- 
cating international ideals peace and amity 
study and have studied the historical background 
the world’s unrest. The past the roots the 
present. Combativeness is, perhaps unfortunately, 
human characteristic, and always there have been 
wars and rumors wars; but when Europe 
there was unity faith, the wars were the na- 
ture family squabbles. And when, under the 
Roman Empire, there was unity government, 
there were wars, too; but they were merely dissen- 
tions within the Empire. The Protestant Reforma- 
tion the sixteenth century represented sharp 
break with both the untiy government and the 
unity faith; and the twentieth century 
have been reaping the unsavory fruits that ti- 
tanic rebellion. would help the delegates the 
conference read and digest such book Mr. 
Hilaire Belloc’s “Europe and the Faith.” The 
world’s unrest not going cured any 
amount “resolutionizing.” The world problem 
will never settled until settled right; and 
cannot settled right until the forward-looking 
citizens all nations look backward too and study 
events their causes.

interests, different ranges experience. And there 
the ever present danger the guide himself 
getting bit weary; very beautiful road, 
but has been over often. know not 
which the more fatal true appreciation 
listless guide. avoid either both 
possibilities needful for the guide change 
his technique occasionally. Sometimes can 
stress the beauty the landscape, sometimes 
the utility the journey; again can comment 
suggestively the natives the enchanted place 
and point out what they are alike and what 
they are different. Now has mainly 
torical interest literature, now philosophic in- 
terest, now psychological interest, now scien- 
tific interest. can even achieve the seemingly 
impossible and acquire mathematical interest. 


the mathematical interest which have 
called the dimensional study literature; and the 
man who, best knowledge, first unfolded 
its possibilities Dr. Wilbur Cross, professor 
Yale University and editor The Yale Review. 
that attractive and scholarly quarterly for April, 
1923, Dr. Cross published article “Novels 
Dimensions,” which delightfully suggests 
how the technique the higher mathematics may 
applied literary study. The process, obvi- 
ously, could carried extremes and then the 
results would misleading and ridiculous; but 
the knowing teacher, whether literature 
mathematics, aware the evil extremes. The 
outlines the idea are here set forth order that 
teachers who like occasional experiments with new 
methods approach literary study may find 
some legitimate recreation and possibly idea 
two. 

First all, then, there such thing litera- 
ture the first dimension. straightaway 
literature. Most primitive books—narratives, 
course—are first dimensional; they tell story— 
direct, perhaps involved, but always forward- 
moving story. They may possess certain second 
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dimensional implications, but such implications are 
fragmentary and slight concern. Folk ballads 
and the great national epics belong the litera- 
ture the first and the 
“Nibelungenlied,” “Beowulf” and “The Book the 
Dun Cow.” Things happen them; ever many 
things, and the authors are mostly, sometimes ex- 
clusively, interested the things that happen, and 
not the places where they happen the 
persons whom and whom they happen. The 
first real English novel—and, some would have 
it, the Crusoe,” admirable 
case point; and are Stevenson’s “Treasure 
Island” and “The Wrecker.” Many the fine 
Spanish dramas Lope Vega and Calderon 
fall into the same category; and Shakespeare, who 
amples both tragedy and comedy wherein the 
setting matters little and the characterization 
slight, almost non-existent. Modern farces like 
“Seven Days” and modern mystery dramas like 
“The Bat” are likewise examples drama the 
first dimension. are first dimensional es- 
says, too; and you can discover them readily 
enough the hold they secure very young 
children. need but instance that classic 
the essay the first dimension, Lamb’s “Disserta- 
tion Roast Pig.” 


Literature the second dimension gives appre- 
ciably more attention what called background 
setting. wider scope. branches out 
and investigates natural scenery and social environ- 
ment. The first dimensional author like trav- 
eler who takes train 
night train—and rather bored the country 
through which passes until reaches New 
York Philadelphia where has business inter- 
ests. The second dimensional author more like 
tourist who covers the same territory but who 
wants see what New England and upper New 
York look like; takes day train, and sits 
beside open window. Instances second di- 
mensional literature come readily mind. 
poetry have good old Sir Walter Scott with 
his “Marmion” and his “Lady the Lake”; and 
American literature have some illustrative 
specimens Whittier’s “Snowbound” and Long- 
fellow’s “Evangeline.” The prevailingly popular 
poetry all countries seems waver between the 
first and the second dimension. Consider the favor- 
ite poems Germany, Ireland, even France, 
the poems that peasants like hear read aloud 
the fire winter nights, the poems which when 
quoted sermon oration invariably win recog- 
nition and emotional response. Among essayists, 
the prince the second dimension Macaulay. 
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the dramatic form the second dimension rep- 
resented “Alt Heidelberg” and plays every 
national literature the same genre; plays 
which sentimental story unfolds against back- 
ground rich associations. Novels the second 
dimension are even more numerous. have 
Manzoni’s Promessi most respects, 
think, the world’s finest example second di- 
mensional fiction—and Sienkiewicz’s 
torical romances, and most the Waverley 
Novels, and very much Dickens’s works, and 
considerable portion Thackeray’s. “The lines 
their novels,” Dr. Cross puts it, “run all 
wards—over smooth surface and are somehow 
brought together last. Their aim was pano- 
rama the life their times. They tell how 
the Georgians the Victorians looked aad dressed 
and behaved, what they said and some extent 
what they thought. Tragedy they mostly avoided.” 

Scott rarely worked into the third dimension; 
and Dickens, when tried, achieved either pathos 
caricature farce. Thackeray was more suc- 
cessful; has not only narrative length and scenic 
breadth, but likewise dept characterization. His 
portrait exceptional but convincing; and 
Becky and old Crawley and Dobbin 
Fair” and Arthur and his uncle “Pendennis” and 
ever many more. Indeed, anyone who would 
like clarify his distinction between second and 
third dimensional literature should re-read Thack- 
eray; would find copious examples both. 
essayists Cardinal Newman affords 
some fine specimens the third dimension, par- 
ticularly his historical and biographical studies; 
but his famous “Apologia” fourth dimensional 
work. the dramatic field writer has wrought 
much and excellently the third dimension 
Moliere, though did not any means neg- 
lect the first and the second. the rigid mathe- 
maticians would allow conceive such 
thing, should say that Shakespeare’s “As You 
Like It,” almost exclusively third dimensional 
has extension whatever. For dramatic bal- 
ance the three dimensions look Shake- 
speare’s best historical plays— like the First Part 
“King Henry IV” and “King Henry 
Schiller’s “Wilhelm Tell.” 

difficult, though lay hold many ex- 
amples third dimensional poetry though Horace 
and Villon are here conspicuous; and the reason 
seems that the poet who attains the third 
dimension must necessity rise the fourth. 
Chesterton, for instance, writes third dimensional 
essays without end; but fiction and especially 
poetry fourth dimensional. And four 
dimensions are Browning and Wordsworth—when 
anything, course!—and St. John the 
Cross and Petrarca and Dante and all the “poets’ 
poets” every land. 

But what mean the fourth dimension 
Mr. Einstein; but Oscar Wilde drew nigh the

example fourth dimensional novelist—as “chaos 
illumined flashes lightning.” get much 
Shakespeare’s supreme dramas “Hamlet.” 
“Macbeth,” “King Lear” and “Othello”—and the 
highest levels “Faust.” The process which 
secured has been called ever many things 
(in the loose meaning the sadly 
abused word), “spirituality,” “intuition,” “subcon- 
scious cerebration.” Modern Irish literature has 
copious plenty; think the Yeats few 
years ago and “A. E.” and Synge and Ethna Car- 
bery and Lord Dunsany and Winifred Letts. 
can discovered prose, course; but verse 
its congenial metier. apprecite Hauptmann 
know what the fourth dimension is. Shelley and 
Keats dwelt almost exclusively; but was 
utterly alien the spirit Byron. 
definition and eludes analysis; replete with 
thoughts beyond the reaches our souls. 


Such, barest outline, the dimensional theory 
literature. And from proceed two interesting 
and important deductions. The first concerns the 
rather futile task determining the relative rank 
writers. can compare literary products 
only when they are susceptible comparison 
the same dimension. Can definitely say that 
“Lamia,” for instance, greater poem than “The 
Cotter’s Saturday more than can 
say that seismograph more perfect instru- 
ment than pocket knife. “Lamia” more rari- 
fied, say, just the seismograph more 
complex and delicate; but both Burns’ poem and 
the pocket knife are excellent their own dimen- 
sions. Nor can always compare two works 
the same author; Sienkiewicz writes two dimen- 
sions “With Fire and Sword,” and three di- 
mensions “Without Dogma.” does nothing 
else, and even its application will sometimes in- 
volve confusion and contradiction, the dimen- 
sional study literature will least serve dif- 
ferentiate among our standards literary values. 
will dissipate the snobbery some our 
present day “young intellectuals” who disparage 
Longfellow and Tennyson and three 
writers had naught with the fourth dimen- 
sion, perhaps even with the third; but the first 
and second they won legitimate distinction. 


And the second deduction this: The dimen- 
sional theory applies readers less than 
writers. Literary tastes are often said cap- 
ricious; more accurate, not more illuminat- 
ing, say that literary tastes—and literary moods 
dimensional. Thus that novel reader 
charmed Dickens and bored Meredith, 
that play-goer transported “Dear Brutus” 
and disgusted “Merely Mary Ann,” that 
essay enthusiast irritated Macaulay and 
soothed Cardinal Newman, that poetry lover 
will keep awake all night over “The Faerie 
Queene” and fall asleep broad daylight over 
Moore’s “Irish Melodies.” Thus, too, there are 
days when need detective story preference 
Paul Bourget, days when “Anthony and Cleo- 
patra” seems the merest claptrap and days when 
adjudge the most glorious Shakespeare’s 
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SHAKESPEARE’S DUAL PERSONALITY. 
The year 1923 marks the tercentenary of the publication of 
the first folio of the works of William Shakespeare. 


recent times attempts have been made throw 
doubt upon the authenticity Shakespeare’s works, even 
though his authorship, resting securely documentary 
evidence and unshaken tradition, has not been ques- 
tioned for three hundred The first sceptic appear- 
Santa Cruz. Then 1857 followed Miss Delia Bacon, 
who essays American monthlies, spread abroad 
spirit unbelief regarding the established facts Shake- 
speare’s career. But was twenty years later that the 
Baconian Theory achieved its wildest manifestation 
book called “The Great Cryptogram”, Mr. Ignatius 
Donnelly. Though many refutations his arbitrary and 
baseless contentions were published, not few writers fol- 
lowed the path blazoned. these the best known 
America Mr. Edwin Durning Lawrence 1910). 
like Donnelly freakishly credited Bacon, not only with 
Shakespear’s works, but with almost all the great litera- 
ture his time. 

Against the Baconian Theory are other writers who 
would assign the plays Francis Manners, the sixth 
Earl Rutland. Others again, more recently are wont 
ascribe them man “most prodigious wit”. The 
learned Jesuit, Robert Southwell, who was well-known 
poet. His real name was Thomas Bacon, but those 
days bitter persecution, when priest-hunters were 
ubiquitious, travelled about under the alias Thomas 
Southwell. letter Sir Tobie Matthew Lord 
Bacon read: “The most prodigious wit that ever 
knew any nation and this side the sea your 
Lordship’s name though known another.” Mat- 
thew’s words, says Sir Sydney Lee his Life Shakes- 
peare, can the only sane interpretation applied 
his friend, Father Thomas Southwell, learned Jesuit, 
then domiciled the Low Countries. was the son 
Thomas Bacon Scuithorpe, Norfolk. the same 
strain, Sir Henry Wotten wrote the half-brother 
Lord Bacon: “The book Controversies issued under 
the name Baconus hath the addition the said 
name, alias Southwell, those that Society shift their 
names often their shirts.” 

Prescinding, however, from the theories concerning the 
Earl Rutland, well Father Southwell, shall 
confine our essay the more prevalent Baconian Theory. 
That theory based the strange assumption that 
Shakespeare must see dual personality. The one, 
the actor from Stratford, and the other, Francis Bacon, 
Viscount St. Alban, English Statesman 
The former, they say, was the mask the latter. The 
sway Puritanism had given the theatre well 
actors unsavory reputation, and, consequence, Bacon, 
guard his honorable and high position, gave his dra- 
matic efforts the public under the guise another. 
The dummy whom chose, was, they affirm, William 
Shakespeare, actor the Globe Theatre. 

With the untold multitude Shakespearean readers the 
Baconian Theorists may compared lone objector 
great audience, who his daring interruption, causes 
some disturbance even though gains followers. The 
advocates the Theory presence the attitude the 
public mind regard their efforts have perhaps some 
excuse for their manifest grievance. Authors who take 
themselves seriously find doubt very aggravating 
obliged listen the many uncomplimentary 
things that are commonly said about Bacon enthusiasts. 
Says Sir Sydney Lee England: “Those who adopt the 
Baconian Theory any its phases should classed 
with believers The Cock Lane Ghost Arthur 
Orton’s identity with Roger Professor Karl 
Elze Germany writes: “The so-called Bacon Theory 
America, Mr. Richard Grant White says: re- 
treats should provided, and ambulances kept ready 
with horses harnessed, and when symptoms the Bacon- 
Shakespeare craze manifest themselves, the patient should 
immediately carried off asylum”. The late Pro- 
fessor Furnivall, renowned Shakespearean scholar, has 
left his judgment follows: “The idea Lord Bacon 
having written Shakespeare’s plays can entertained 
only folk who know nothing whatever either writer, 
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are cracked, who enjoy the paradox joke”. And 
similar the verdict critics indefinitum. 


When are sometimes told that the theory surely 
gaining ground, cannot help asking what the pre- 
cise nature such support. vain look for single 
example scholar reputation for firsthand acquaint- 
ance with the dramatic other literature the Eliza- 
bethan age, who has deliberately given his adhesion 
the hypothesis. far are aware, there has not 
been found one professor English Literature the 
colleges England, Germany, France and even America, 
certainly not one reputation, who has committed him- 
self the opinion that Bacon wrote the plays usually 
known Shakespeare’s. 

Against position objection may urged 
readers acquainted with book Mr. Edwin Reed. 
his Noteworthy Opinions Pro and Con (1905) has 
gathered number utterances either side men 
distinction with thinly-veiled purpose showing, 
says critic, “That the campaign one side one 
assumption and vulgar abuse, and the other dis- 
cernment and sweet reasonableness.” But strange say 
scrutinizing his specimen list eminent Baconians, 
once perceive how the “gentlemen the robe” pre- 
dominate. Not one reputed for first-hand knowledge 
the literary remains, manuscript and printed, that 
golden age the drama. All, true, are eminent 
some other line, whether law, science, states- 
manship; but not one has ever qualified expert 
the highly complicated conditions English literary ef- 
fort the epoch question. The predominance legal 
talent that Baconian list serves well illustration 
that curious human infirmity which prompts many 
eminent but untrained man pronounce his ipse dixit 
matters outside his own sphere. recalls the laugh- 
able instance portrayed Maurier two men, the 
one distinguished painting and the other music, 
complimenting young lady pianist; the painter was pro- 
fuse appreciation her playing, while the musician 
expressed profound admiration for her painting. 
more example Mr. Edison dogmatizing 
Theology and Mr. Bryan evolution. similar situa- 
tion too often confronts the Baconian controversy. 

Unfortunately for Mr. Reed, some inadvertance, 
has listed among the Baconians three men renowned 
the History English Literature: Professor Ten Brink, 
David Masson, and Dr. Grosart. The first mentioned 
nevertheless held rather strong views against the Bacon 
hypothesis. writes: 

“Not particle produced either from 
Shakespeare’s time that succeeding sustain the opin- 
ion that Shakespeare did not write these works........ 
Further, will say who thinks even con- 
ceivable that Bacon could have written the works that 
appear under Shakespeare’s name can know neither Bacon 
nor Shakespeare. The whole agitation, much ado 
made over it, strikes nothing more than mere 
curiosity, morbid phenomenon the time.” 

Dr. Masson, the second authority listed, equally 
against the hypothesis. writes: “The only difference 
between Shakespeare and Bacon sometimes that Bacon 
writes essay and calls his own, while Shakespeare 
writes similar essay, and puts the mouth Ulysses 
Polonius.” 

Dr. Masson Sir Leslie Stephen says: believe all 
competent critics would agree with Profesor Masson’s 
opinion that the Shakespeare-Bacon Theory mere 
craze”. 

Not less fortunate Mr. Reed making Dr. Grosart 
pose advocate the Baconian Theory. The Doctor 
writes: 

“Young Greene was merely grotesque rival young 
William Shakespeare. are used 
Shakespeare because his simply incomparable genius, 
that shrink from inquiries into his precursors and con- 
temporaries. for one feel satisfied that fuller 
edge these would prove that for years, while feeling

“Recent English sceptics,” writes Sir Sydney Lee, “have 
fought shy the manifest absurdities the Baconian

warrant the accepted Tradition his authorship. 
truth, however, the wonder is, not that little, but that 
much preserved from oblivion. The 
meagre record the early life famous characters 
rather the rule than the exception. true Crom- 
well, Napoleon, Washington, Columbus and others in- 
numerable. The assumption the sceptics. is, neverthe- 
less, fallacy; for, says Gosse: “enough Shakespeare’s 
life known make him personally more familiar 
than most his illustrious compeers”. many men 
famous his time nothing survives save their names. 
the early life the Earls Pembroke, Essex and 
Southampton, the poets friends, know almost nothing. 
The memory Burbage, the renowned tragedian 


Shakespeare’s theatre, well his associates the’ 


stage, lives only few questionable facts. con- 
temporary dramatists like Ben Johnson, his closest rival, 
Marlowe, Greene, Peele, Webster and Heywood, who 
were the social rank and literary fame his day, 
know almost nothing. If, then, these compeers 
know less than Shakespeare, why not the Baconians 
also ascribe their dramatic works their idol? 

The assumption often head that the poet’s life 
wrapped obscurity, can arise only from ignorance 
the mass literature upon the subject. For want 
space can give summary only few leading facts. 
have the record the day and place his birth, 
his parents, brothers, sisters, wife and children, the 
same company players with whom afterwards be- 
came associated London, who acted his native town 
his school days. After his twenty-sixth year, dedi- 
cated over his own signature noble patrons several 
carefully finished poems, which more than one hundred 
passages are found strikingly singular, and often identical 
sentiment form expression with others the 
plays that bear his name. State Records tell that sev- 
eral his plays were selected for the entertainment 
his two successive sovereigns. became the principal 
shareholder the best theatre London. The larger 
part his plays were printed during his life-time, some 
with, and some without his sanction. bought lands 
and houses, lent money interest, sued court for pay- 
ment debts, and made will duly signed with his own 
signature. During life was eulogized verse and prose 
for the excellence his poetry, and after death bust 
was set over his tomb, and his plays were collected and 
published two fellow actors with engraved likeness 
folio volume, dedicated his two personal friends 
the nobility. For years his praises continued 
sung Latin and English verses persons who knew 
him when living. All these and many more are posi- 
tively things record any events the history 
England. 

Another fallacy the old notion that Shakespeare was 
untaught genius, warbling his wood-notes wild. There 
is, however, much evidence prove that was poet 
“made” less than “born”. Ben Johnson’s taunt 
“little Latin and less Greek” was prompted the jealousy 
fellow dramatist who, though graduate Oxford 
was surpassed man only secondary education. 
When Mr. Farmer undertook prove that Shakespeare 
read Plutarch, not Greek, but English translation, 
was met Alexander Dyce, who critical observa-

Latin and less Greek” remarking: “If Shakespeare 
could not read Plutarch the original, will only observe 
that not few worthy gentlemen our day, who have 
taken their degree Oxford Cambridge, are the

When the pupil reaches the high school 
started well his way good poor reading. 
surely uncommon occurrence hear the 
high school teacher deplorably remark that pupils 
are unable understand history science such 
material because they cannot read it. But even 
high school the pupil’s reading habits may ob- 
served and checked aid him more productive 
work, and this attention, comprehensive, 
given both his silent and oral reading. 


silent reading comprises the greater part 
all reading, shall first consider it. Most knowl- 
edge comes the pupil through the silent method, 
amount proportional his ability read, that 
is, proportion his speed and comprehension 
reading. reads, the teacher may observe 
his eye movement, rapidity, number eye 
pauses per line, sentence page, smoothness 
such eye movement, and oral reading, she may 
note how far advance voice his eye moves. 
Since the better reader has more rapid movement 
the eye, sees greater reading space with fewer 
eye pauses, more accurate this span, 
has few backward “regressive” eye move- 
ments due failure recognize words, and since 
his eye pauses are rhythmical rather than irregu- 
lar, the teacher may gauge her pupils and lead 
the poor ones patiently and slowly correction 
ill reading habits. The teacher may time her 
pupils silently reading given amount ma- 
terial, later testing their comprehension this 
material requiring written answers her ques- 
tions taken from that reading. have mind two 
pupils present Sophomore English class 
high school who are now studying Benjamin 
Franklin’s “Autobiography.” One boy reading 
definite pages one time only, completed the reading 
almost four times quickly one girl the 
class, reading the same material the same number 
times. testing them their understanding 
the subject matter immediately after their read- 
ing it, found the boy’s answers practically 
perfect, while the girl was practically loss 
the material read, revealed her answers. 
These are the two extremes with the rest the 


class approaching either. This girl has been failing 
all year general science and history, with low 
marks other subjects, although each teacher 
under whom she has work considers her “dili- 
gent” student. Observation showed that 
this case she spending sufficient time her 
work, but reads slowly and comprehends equally 
so. have found one the helpful methods 
such cases divide the class into groups, ac- 
cording reading ability, allowing the rapid 
readers cover more material while the slower 
pupil trained, under observation, respon- 
sible for his reading material questions are 
greater eye span, and finally more rapidity and 
comprehension. have found such observation 
bring most happy results.

“Hokum?” Want to know the whys 
and wherefores of ‘hokum?’ Want a 
definition to put in a dictionary?’ he 
queried. “Hokum” was born on the 
stage, was first used on the stage and, 
properly used, is a term signifying a 
sure-fire laugh. It may be in the book 
of a musical comedy or the situation of 
a comedy, melodrama or farce. But it 
is inherently a situation, piece of busi- 
ness or phrase which is obvious and sure 
to bring a laugh. If it is subtle, gets its 
effect through causing the audience to 
think, it is not ‘hokum.’ 

“Tell your dictionary people to define 
‘hokum’ in their next revised edition of 
the late Mr. Noah Webster’s romance 
thusly: 

“ Fokum,’ noun, a word coined by ac- 
tors and used by them as applying to 
a sure-fire laugh; wrongly used by per- 
sons not connected with the stage as 
meaning deceptive talk or action.’”’

The Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement Teaching has made 
report that has caused quite stir. 
Among the many vital points dis- 
cussed, none more the point than 
the following paragraph, which con- 
tains hint for our own schools: 


What Child Should Learn 

“He must know his own language. 
He must have some knowledge of ele- 
mentary arithmetical processes. He 
must know something of the government 
of his country and his rights and obliga- 
tions as a citizen. In this day most 
people would admit that this minimum 
must embrace some acquaintance with 
the processes and results of science. If 
this be granted, a school offering its 
pupils four studies, to be pursued resolute- 
ly and vigorously during the terms of 
years that a pupil spends in it, would 
afford one conception of the function of 
the school and the method by which that 
function would be performed. 

“In contrast with this notion there 
has arisen another theory education: 
that the child must know something of 
a great number of things that are going 
on in the world. He must be taugh 
something art, something science, 
something of literature, something of po- 
litical economy, something of every form 
of knowledge in which the modern world 
interests itself. 

“The first conception makes for sin- 
cerity, for thoroughness and for intel- 
lectual vigor. The second, only too often 
in the endeavor to give the child some 
grasp of all knowledge, gives him only 
the most superficial smattering, and in- 
stead of quickening his powers of rea- 
son ,tends to give him the impression 
that he can solve the problems of his 
own life and of his own country by the 
same superficial processes that he has 
learned in the school. 


The question the examination 
pupils before promotion reception 
into educational institution has al- 
ways been one about which there has 
been more less difference 
opinion and action. Some are advo- 
cates written work, others oral, 
while many are inclined take into 
account the actual work recorded 
the school from month month. 
This latter method has one good fea- 
ture recommend it, that stim- 
ulates the student all the term and 
does not allow him forget that his 
work from day day will count 
the result the end. This apt 
decrease the custom what com- 
monly known “cramming”, produc- 
ing what old teacher ours used 
say was severe case indiges- 
tion, that any teacher could very eas- 
ily diagnose. teacher wide expe- 


rience recently remarked: 

“As far as I’m concerned, I should 
rather admit a student who makes 85 
or 80 in one of two subjects and fails 
utterly with the rest than one who 
scrapes through everything with a bare 
65 average. 

“Last year I taugh a section in fresh- 
man English, and after the class had 
met a few times it was easy to see that 
practically every one students had 
come to college with the same group 
of facts pounded into her head. But 
some of them easily outdistanced others 
4n mental capacity. Some of them had 
right there, and not im- 
probable that others who had not been 
admitted because failure entrance 
examinations would have done very well 
with the course. 

“Occasionally we have felt justified in 
disregarding the results of entrance ex- 
aminations, and taken in students who

whatever articles the children thought were required for 
unpremeditated journey. The concocting these simple 
speeches was matter great concern this first dramati- 
zation, but length satisfactory results were obtained and 
Scene was ended. 

Later the year, with these same children, the visit 
the barber shop and her encounter with the fussy em- 
barassed little man, “who only live oil his hair,” 
and who refused cut her lovely locks until his kindly wife 
who had drawn out the girl’s story her desperate resolve 
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get money some way help her father, persuaded him 
she asked, and pay her twenty five dollars for the 
long brown braid, was made into second scene. Her return 
home, greeted the excited horrified comments her 
sisters and mothers made the third scene. This demanded 
much originality, however, that was not attempted the 
first making the play. 

the board was written, since there was curtain 
mark the closing opening scene: 

Scene II. The living room before. The table laid 
for supper. 

Time: The same afternoon. Two hours later. 

ok * * 


One the tables had been dragged back the center and 
covered with imaginary cloth and upon this was arranged 
equally imaginary and frugal supper Beth and Amy. 
The family are table when enters with her hat pulled 
very low. Louisa Alcott said she came “with very queer 
expression countenance, for there was mixture fun 
and fear, satisfaction and regret it.’ Until “countenance” 
another absolutely new word, had been looked ragged 
dictionaries (for strange anamoly, these children whom 
Literature and English meant nothing, all possessed dic- 
tionaries!) the heroine had difficulty deciding what she 
must bring the table besides her roll money. When she 
discovered was only her own chubby face, there was joy 
unlimited her little soul and much mirth her audience 
and fellow players. 

The text well divided here and was attacked with intense 
interest. 

JO, (laying the roll the table): That’s contribution 
towards making father comfortable and bringing him home. 

MOTHER, (rising): dear, where did you get it? 
Twenty-five Jo, hope you haven’t done anything 
rash. 

JO: it’s mine honestly; didn’t beg, borrow steal 
it. earned it; and don’t think blame me, for 
only sold what was own. (Here she takes off her cap and 
displays her shorn head.) 

MEG: “Your hair! Your beautiful hair!” 

AMY: Jo, how could you? Your one beauty. 

MOTHER: dear girl, there was need this. 

BETH: She doesn’t look like any more, but love 
her dearly for it. 

These exclamations were apportioned the characters 
the children, not taking part the play who were following 
with open books, and giving needed suggestions. That 
mistakes were made this apportionment showed that they 
now actually had the personalities the March family 
their background. one but vain pretty Amy could pos- 
sibly have cried “Your one beauty!” 

The next paragraph gives more stage directions. Beth 
must hug the cropped head tenderly, while takes 
indifferent air and rumples “up the brown bush,” trying 
look she likes while she consoles tearful Beth. 

JOE: doesn’t affect the fate the nation, don’t 
wail, Beth. will good for vanity; was getting too 
proud wig. will brains good have that 
mop taken off; head feels deliciously light and cool and 
the barber said could soon have cuhly crop which will 
boyish, becoming and easy keep order. I’m satisfied; 
please take the money and let’s have supper. 

They sit down and while invisible knives and forks are 
used, for “healthy young people can eat even the midst 
trouble,” tells her story the barber and his wife and 
her “sacrifice,” with little interruptions her mother, Meg 
and Amy. 


The scene ends with Mrs. March putting the long curl 
(invisible course) which the barber’s wife had given back 
Jo, into drawer her desk. was decided that here 
Beth must whisper that there short gray lock father’s 
that same drawer. Then the girls the piano, which 
only the extra school table. Beth plays, but father’s 
hymn and the others break down one one, until she left 
singing alone. Mother March makes the closing good-night 
speech. 


Scene III shows Meg and bed improvised using 
chairs. almost midnight. Meg sits sobs. 

MEG: Jo, dear, what Are you crying father? 

JO: No, not now. 

MEG: What, then? 

JO: hair!

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She cries into the pillow and then explains that she isn’t 
really sorry and would over again to-morrow. Then 
they lie down again. Mother March comes softly, bends 
over them, whispers little prayer and goes out. The play 
ended. 

The play was ended, but the dramatic instinct dormant 
these culture starved children had been roused. Interest 
the contents printed page had been awakened and sus- 
tained and the room individually and collectively had read 
every word Louisa Alcott’s charming story. The necessity 
extricating speaking lines from long descriptive para- 
graphs, made this intensive work first importance. Players 
who failed this and read stage directions, otherwise de- 
scriptive lines, instead words enclosed quotation marks, 
were given scant consideration the critical audience. Con- 
tinued failure differentiate meant loss part and 
change the caste. was quite unnecessary suggest that 
Readers taken home for study during the days (for 
course the making the play stretched over many days) 
which the March family held the stage. 

“Maggie Runs Away from Her Shadow” was approached 
the same way. George Elliot’s desire. write, yet her 
need masculine non-de-plume was told story form. 
After that little the beauty Romola and the so-dif- 
ferent beauty Silas Marner and finally the opening chapters 
Mill the Fioss, were given. 

Here the class met another girl and another shorn head, 
but order get the reason Maggie Tulliver’s loss, 
these background-bereft children must taken into the little 
English village, stand with Maggie the wheel look into 
the swirling Floss, wander through the field with Maggie and 
her beloved Tom, listen Maggie’s mother bewail the ill 
fortune that had sent her, the beauty her family, such 
gypsy-looking little gel,” instead fair-haired blue-eyed 
darling like Lucy, her sister’s child. They must hear Mag- 
gie’s father chuckling over intense relish for pictures 
which scarlet Satan punishes wicked souls. They must see 
him patting the elfish child’s heavy dark hair, they are 
understand why the little run-a-way, p!ans “send letter 
small gypsy, and just let him know that she was well 
and happy and always loved him very much.” 

They, must know Tom’s departure for boarding school 
and his home coming with its accumulation misfortunes, 
beginning with the discovery the death his rabbits, 
going the division the jelly tarts and reaching its 
climax Maggie’s dreadful work with the large shears, 
after she had dipped her head, painstakingly coaxed into 
curls hot iron the hands her disappointed mother, 
into basin water. 

All this was not re-told the teacher, much was 
read with little change, from her volume Mill The 
Floss. George Eliot’s simple handling words, her sympa- 
thetic painting the family different from the one they 
had learned love under Miss Alcott’s magic, was revela- 


tion the class. Possibly week was taken this 


liminary work, but its value was The group 
was ready now dramatize Maggie Tulliver’s afternoon 
with the gypsies, selecting their lines and following the stage 
directions, from the text. 

guard against safety, the less difficult the poetical 
selections were studied the interval between the making 
these two plays, and some work also undertaken with ex- 
ceedingly simple Supplementary Reader. 

the boys had seen possibilities “The High 
Court Inquiry” taken from Holland’s Arthur Bon- 
nicastle. This required only few moments preliminary 
work. The South was filled with boarding schools, (so- 
called) and with the added information that Arthur was 
over-indulged youngster away from home for the first 
time, the situation was grasped and they entered into the 
spirit the Inquiry once. The boys also produced “How 
Cincinnatus Saved Rome,” incidentally imbibing taste for 
Roman heros and exercising much ingenuity arranging the 
famous circles enclose the enemy. 

Growing bolder, “Doubting Castle and Giant Despair,” 
“The Crachits’ Christmas Dinner” and Sarah Orne Jewett’s 
“The Night Before Thanksgiving” were all dramatized. This 
last, simple little tale was done with effort. With Doubt- 
ing Castle, however much time was again spent background 
filling. The quaint idioms-of Bunyan could not passed 
over. was worth while, for once the import the lines 
was theirs, the four players put enthusiasm into their de- 
livery that convulsed the audience. 
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Dickens’ Christmas Carol was partly read, partly told 
preparation, the moment that the Spirit brings Scrooge 
the Crachit home. The action this was very good. 
excellent Mrs. Crachit without being asked, had memorized 
her part. Seeing her success, the fashion spread and just 
before Christmas, the entire play was given without books. 
This was the first time that dialogue, original with the 
speakers was freely and smoothly spoken. 

That this neglected group was coming into its heritage could 
not doubted after that achievement. The pages the 
vividly bound text-book -assuredly now held something more 
than polysyllabic words. With optimism raised the nth 
power, the teacher turned Goldsmith, Irving, Cooper and 
Malory, and the forty-eight attacked the involved construc- 
tions with confidence, almost sublime. 

was the end the spring term that some one said, 
“There’s lesson page 179 with French words it. That 
ought make nice play. There’s grand possession, too.” 
was the selection from Ivanhoe, course, but could this 
class get anything out it? While the teacher hesitated, 
there ensued such happy turning leaves, that one could 
not put check upon their enthusiasm. She had been 
ing for interest. Here was. 

the “Tournament Templestowe,” with the “grand pro- 
cession” left out, for lack space, was sifted out from 
lengthy descriptive paragraphs, and made thrilling one act 
drama. The action began with the florid introduction 
Brian Bois-Guilbert his Albert Malvoisin 
and ended with the traitor’s mysterious death upon the field. 
This was the last and a'l standards, the best work the 
year. required from the teacher practically the same 
amount work that had been given “Jo’s Sacrifice”. Word 
pictures the items, talks upon the ideals chivalry and 
preceding episodes leading Rebecca’s appearance the 
field, where her innocence guilt would established 
the triumph defeat her champion, were necessity 
given. Thus was the play made possible and one other void 
the growing background filled with life. 


NATURE STUDY OUR SCHOOLS 


Nature study means awakening boys and girls 
intelligent interest the wonders and beauties the 
world about them. Modern educators have come the 
conclusion that the systematic study objects nature 
should have prominent place every school curriculum. 

order make this study success advisable 
spend part every school day studying the out- 
door world observation. Some people think that this 
means waste time because the school day rather 
short and leaves place study other than the neces- 
sary subjects—arithmetic, language, history, geography, 
etc. must remember, however, that the aim edu- 
cation not merely the acquiring certain amount 
learning. Children must equipped for active, produc- 
tive, joyous living well grounded the ele- 
mentary studies. 

Nature study can easily correlated with every other 
study the child takes up, with language and reading, with 
arithmetic, geography, and history. Many children are 
not interested language work because they not like 
the subject matter about which they write. But they 
are asked take notebook, out, observe and then 
write about what they have observed, they will have num- 
berless language exercises without being conscious it. 
These observations should not closely corrected be- 
cause will tend check the pupil’s freedom expres- 
sion. 

Besides the correlation nature and drawing, which 
inevitable, there another subject that more easily 
correlated. That geography. the beginning work, 
geography and nature study are very closely interrelated. 
All geography study should begin with the home environ- 
ment the pupil, the outdoor world which knows. 
Later when begins study the physical features 
the earth has still better chance out and 
acquaint himself with the wide world lives in. 

Concerning the equipment for nature study there 
very little say because all depends upon the teacher’s 
initiative. corner the schoolroom should furn- 
ished with table where the objects and specimens may

Legislative Power the Pope. 


The Pope has right legislate for the whole 
Church, with without the assistance general coun- 
cil. 

the Pope legislates with the aid council, 
his convoke it, preside, direct its deliberations, 
confirm its acts. 

has full power interpret, alter, and abrogate 
both his own laws, and those established his prede- 
cessors. has the same plentitude power they 
enjoyed, and stands the same relation, their laws, 
those which himself has decreed. 

can dispense individuals from the obligations 
all purely ecclesiastical laws, and can grant privileges and 
exemptions their regard. 

can dispense from vows where the greater glory 
God renders desirable. 

Judicial Power the Pope. 

his judicial power, the Pope has the right 
judge and decide “causae majores”, matters great 
importance. 

The right deal even with “causae minores”, the 
first instance, and not merely reason appeal. 
(Council Trent, XXIV. Session.) 

The right inflict censures either judicial sen- 
tence general laws. 

The right reserve certain cases his own trib- 
unal. 

Rights the Pope Supreme Governor the Church. 

the Pope belongs the right nominate bish- 
oprics and translate bishops from one see the other, 
and accept their resignation. 

The right establish dioceses. 

The right approve new religious orders. 

The right exempt religious orders from the au- 
thority local ordinaries, sees fit. 

Since the office supreme ruler imposes him the 
duty enforcing the canons, requisite that 
kept informed the state the various 
dioceses. the present day, this “Jus 
exercised through the “visit limina” every five years, 
required all bishops.

wears the tiara, triple crown, which re- 
ceives his cornation and also receives then seal 
ring known the “Fisherman’s Ring,” bearing repre- 
sentation St. Peter fishing. The Pope uses this for 
sealing documents. The tiara began used about 
1635, and signifies, according some, the supreme au- 
thority the Pope spiritual things his jurisdiction 
over the Church considered human society, and his 
dominion temporal monarch. According others 
the triple crown symbolizes his threefold office 
teacher, lawgiver, and judge. 

The custom kissing the Pope’s foot found 
early the eighth century, and the characteristic act 
reverence which all the faithful honor him 
the Vicar Christ. The Pope ranks the first 
Christian princes. 


ELECTION THE POPE 
the first centuries was the custom allow the 
clergy and people each diocese choose their own 


bishop, and this was done Rome well elsewhere; 
the election, however, required the assent the neigh- 
boring bishops, and the crowning the new Pontiff was 
performed the Bishop Ostia. 1059 Pope Nicholas 
restricted the cardinals the power elect the pope. 
Origin the Conclave. 

Between the death Clement IV. and the cornation 
Gregory X., interregnum two years and nine 
months intervened, and avoid any such delay 
the future, the pope established 1274 the law 
the conclave. The word conclave taken from two 
Latin words, cum-clavis, with key. this first law 
the conclave, after the death pope, the cardinals were 
wait ten days for the absent cardinals reach the 
place appointed for the holding the conclave. the 
expiration this time, the cardinals, each accompanied 
single servant, lay cleric assembled place 
closed off from the public. The method conclave met 
much opposition first, but the first elections held 
conclave proved that the principle was right. The first 
conclave lasted only one day, and the second, seven days. 

the interval ten days between the death the 
pope and the beginning the conclave proved 
insufficient enable cardinals from distant countries like 
Brazil, Canada and the United States reach Rome 
time for the election, Pius XI. meeting the wishes the 
cardinals the recent conclave, February 2nd 6th, 
1922, has modified certain prescriptions laid down the 
“Vacante Sede.” The interval ten days has been ex- 
tended fifteen full days; cardinals are empowered 
add two three days more, but they must enter the 
conclave and proceed once the election after the 
eighteenth day the latest. The cardinals, moreover, 
though they may have two assistants, can bring only one 
into the conclave, and must layman, but this 
not modify the provisions already made for cardinals 
who are ill. 


the death the Pope, the dean the Sacred 
College, the Cardinal Camerlengo, assumes charge the 
papal household, and the administration the affairs 
the Holy See. the presence the papal household, 
the Cardinal Camerlengo strikes the forehead the dead 
Pope, three times with silver mallet, calling him his 
baptismal name.

the cardinals and their conclavists. Within the conclave, 
there kitchen, special pharmacy, and three physi- 
cians assigned the service the Cardinals the con- 
clave. the first the general preparatory meetings, 
which take place the interval between the Pope’s death 
and the entrance the Cardinals into conclave, all the 
Cardinals present must swear observe all the prescrip- 
tions the Sede,” and also they are elected, 


never cease vindicating the rights the Pope, especial- 


the civil power the Holy See; furthermore, they 
must swear that they and their assistants will observe 
secrecy, even after the election, all that takes place 
the conclave, unless far they are expressly 
dispensed the Pope. Inspiration, compromise, and bal- 
loting are the only three methods election now recog- 
nized valid, accession having been abolished. Neither 
the violation enclosure the crime simony, now 
invalidates election, provision adopted eliminate 
any occasion for disputing the validity the proceedings. 
Once the conclave begins, the door locked and not 
again opened until the election announced, except 
admit Cardinal who late arriving. All communica- 
tion with the outside strictly forbidden under pain 
loss office, and ipso facto excommunication. Cardi- 
nal may leave conclave case sickness and return, 
but not conclavist. The cells the Cardinals are 
covered with cloth, purple, they are the last Pope’s 
green, not. The government the con- 
clave the hands the Cardinal Camerlengo, and 
the three representative cardinals, who succeed one 
another order seniority every three days. The 
various officers the conclave, the conclavists, confes- 
sors, physicians, servants various kinds are examined 
appointed special commission. All are equally 
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sworn secrecy, and also not hinder the election. 

about seven eight o’clock the morning 
the nineteenth day, the latest, according the new 
regulation made our present Holy Father, Pius 
the cardinals assemble the Pauline Chapel, and assist 
the Mass the Cardinal Dean. 

After Mass they assemble the Sistine Chapel, 
where the actual voting takes place. Over the chair 
each cardinal baldachinum. Before the voting begins, 
all the conclavists are excluded, only the cardinals re- 
maining, and one bolts the door. The first Cardinal 
Bishop Dean the Sacred College, the first Cardinal 
Priest First Priest, and the first Cardinal Deacon 
First Deacon the Sacred College. The Dean has the 
right consecrating, and the First Deacon the right 
proclaiming and crowning the new pope. 

Strictly speaking, any male Christian, who has 
reached the age reason can chosen pope, not 
however heretic, schismatic. But since the election 
Urban VI. (1378-1389) none but cardinal has been 
elected, though law reserves the cardinals alone 
this right. 

Each cardinal deposits his vote the chalice the 
altar, and the same time takes the prescribed oath:

that electing the one whom according God, 
think ought elected.” one has received the 
required two-thirds the first voting, then the ballots 
are burned with some wet straw stove whose chim- 
ney extends through window the Sistine Chapel, and 
the thick, yellow smoke, those waiting outside, know 
there election. There are always two votes taken 
every day, the morning, and the evening. 
occupy from two, three hours each. 

When candidate has obtained the required two- 
thirds vote, the cardinal dean proceeds ask him 
will accept the election, and what name wishes 
known. Since the time Pope John XII. (955-964), 
each pope has taken new name imitation St. 
Peter’s change name. From the moment that the 
newly-elected says: becomes the Vicar 
Christ earth, being lawful successor St. Peter. 
the meantime the Secretary the conclave has opened 
the doors, and formal cognizance taken the new 
Pope’s answers. Immediately, the master ceremonies 
lowers the canopies all the cardinals’ chairs, save that 
the pope-elect, and conducted neighboring 
room, where clothed the papal garments. The 
cardinals then advance, and pay him the first “Obedience” 
homage. The pope then either confirms appoints 
the cardinal camerlengo, who puts upon his finger the 
Fisherman’s ring. Then follows the proclomation the 
people, made the senior cardinal deacon, from the 
central balcony St. overlooking the great 
piazza. The conclave then usually terminates, and the 
temporary walls are removed, which closed off the con- 
clave. the pope happens not bishop, must 
consecrated once. The pope, however, enjoys full 
jurisdiction from the moment his election, and accept- 
ance the election. the following Sunday Holy 
day, takes place the hands the senior cardinal-dea- 
con, the papal which receives the tiara 
triple crown. new pope dates the years his 
pontificate from the day his coronation. 

expressly forbidden the law the Church for 
pope nominate his successor. The cardinals are not 
allowed talk over the successor pope, during his 
life time. The “power veto,” formerly possessed 
Austria, Spain, and other countries has been definitively 
forbidden all elections hereafter. 


EPISCOPACY 


The Bishops form the Episcopacy the Church. Their 
authority comes from our Lord Himself, for instituted 
the Episcopacy well the Papacy. The word “bishop” 
comes from the Greek “episkopos,” meaning “over- 
seer.” 

Two Classes the Episcopacy: 

Archbishops, Bishops. 

Grades Archbishops: 

Greater Patriarchs, Archbshops Jerusalem, Con- 

Antioch and Alexandria. 

Patriarchs, title given certain Archbishops, 

those Venice and Lisbon. 
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Primates, now honorary title only. 

Metropolitans, who rule archdioceses and have cer- 
tain rights and jurisdiction over the dioceses their 
province. 

Titular Archbishops, who merely hold the title 
some archdiocese, but have jurisdiction over it. 


All these grades add nothing the Order which the 
holders have received. They are Bishops, whatever their 
rank title.

The pendants are twelve inches long, and 
are weighed with small pieces lead covered with black 
The remainder the pallium made white 
wool, part which supplied two lambs presented 
annually tax the Lateran Canons Regular the 
Chapter St. John the feast St. Agnes, solemnly 
blessed the high alter that church after the pon- 
tifical Mass, and then offered the pope. The orna- 
mentation the pallium consists six small black 
crosses—one each the breast, back, and one each 
shouider, also one each pendant. The new palliums 
are solemnly blessed after the Second Vespers the 
feast Saints Peter and Paul, and are then kept 
special silver-gilt casket near the “Confessio Petri” 
“Confession St. Peter” St. Peter’s Basilica, until 
required. The pallium conferred Rome cardi- 
nal-deason and outside Rome bishop; both 
cases the ceremony takes place after the celebration 
Mass, and the administration the oath allegiance. 
The expression that the palliums are “taken from the 
body St. Peter,” arose from the custom preserving 
the new palliums near the tomb St. Peter until they 
are needed. The pallium worn archbishop over 
the chasuble, and signifies the plenitude the pastoral 
and episcopal power which archbishop has received 
from the pope. The metropolitan obliged either him- 
self, proxy, ask the Pope for the pallium within 
three months from the date his consecration, con- 
secrated already, from the time his canonical promo- 
tion the consistory. Before receiving the pallium 
archbishop cannot exercise Metropolitan jurisdiction. 
Metpropolitan lose his pallium, transferred 
another archiespiscopal see, must obtain another pal- 
lium. The pallium can neither lent, nor given away, 
nor any one after death, but all pallia received 
Metropolitan must buried with him, and this be- 
cause the pallium something attached the person, 
but with definite relation church designated the 
Roman Pontiff. The archbishop may wear the pallium 
any church his province. the archiepiscopal coat 
arms, are the archiepiscopal cross, and the episcopal hat 
which this case flanked with ten tassels each side. 
Some the honorary rights the archbishop his 
province, are have the processional cross carried before 
him, wear the mozetta, short cape, bless the 
people, precede his suffragans, and occupy the 
bishop’s throne. 


Over ecclesiastical province presides Metropolitan 
Archbishop, and the connection that dignity with 
episcopal see must determined approved the 
Roman Pontiff. the erection dioceses, that 


provinces, “causa maior” reserved the Holy See. 
The Archbishop possesses certain rights jurisdiction over 
the dioceses of the ecclesiastical province whose archbishop he 
is. Some of these are, to grant hundred days’ indulgence, the 
same as in his own diocese, he may receive appeals from the 
judicial sentences of the suffragans, and acts as the judge of 
the second instance. Since the establishment of the Apostolic 
Delegation in the United States, January 24, 1893, cases from 
the suffragan sees (except matrimonial cases), are usually 
brought before the Delegate and no longer before the arch- 
bishop. To sum up, the jurisdiction of the archbishop is two- 
fold, episcopal and archiepiscopal. The episcopal jurisdiction 
extends to his own diocese exclusively called in this case, his 
archdiocese, and comprises the rights and powers of the fullest 
government of the archdiocese, clergy and laity, spiritual and 
temporal, except as restricted by Church law. The archie- 
piscopal jurisdiction extends to the province and the suffragan 
bishops only in as far as it is explicitly stated in the law. 
Archiepiscopal jurisdiction, being permanently attached to the 
office such, ordinary jurisdiction, not merely delegated 
vicarious.

Considering our human 
weakness, the force natural ties, the allurements 
the world’s quite genuine attractions and the fact 
that correspondence with religious vocation 
not matter duty nor necessity, but generosity 
and divine love, wonder that our poor human 
nature can rise such fortitude displays 
embracing the religious life. 

Yet withal the whole process correspondence 
God’s grace perfectly free. However strong 
the grace vocation may be, never forces the 
will. fact most probable that too many 
vocations, true and definite could desired, 
unrealized for want the requisite will the 
part those who have been favored with the 
divine call fitness, opportunity, and the movings 
interior grace. Vocations which have been ac- 
cepted might have been freely refused. the 
other hand, those which have been refused might, 
with greater generosity and good will have been 
accepted. Indeed many rejected vocations may 
stronger and better defined than certain those 
which have been followed the end. 

Clearly, then, much aid may given those 
who are called the religious life. Many ob- 
stacles may diminished removed for them. 
previous articles have touched briefly 
some these obstacles and the means dissipate 
them. Let look bit into another stumbling 
block great practical importance and difficulty. 
This found the attractiveness the 
world. was perhaps never more serious ob- 
stacle the religious life than present. 
threatens not diminish but constantly increase 
its power and appeal. must reckon with 
constantly. Perhaps more than any other one 
thing must bear the blame where religious vo- 
cations are growing fewer among our Catholic 
young folk. 

Life the world was, may venture say, 
never more interesting, various, appealing, than 
now. and our country. There have been 
epochs history where the few lived more full 
and rounded life than the many today. The 
men the renaissance who could profit its 
youthful exuberance life, artistic and intellectual, 


had more interesting and colorful existence than 
we. But they were comparatively small number 
and those who were happy enough preserve 
moderation and contentment the midst their 
plenty were fewer still. too, the middle ages 
life was richer and deeper than ours the poetry 
religious ceremony and social brotherhood. The 
various interests guilds and community festivals, 
mystery plays and religious ceremonies gave life 
tranquil variety which made men content. But 
for speed and facility communication, which 
bring the news all the world every man’s 
door, for diversity amusement which puts 
thousand entertainments within the reach even 
the poor, for multiplied opportunities rising 
the world and bettering one’s station, for startling 
discoveries, any one which, like the automobile, 
the moving picture, the heavier-than-air flying 
machine can change degree the face civil- 
ization, our age unique and wonderful. 

Even young child senses something this vari- 
ous interest and appeal modern life and swept 
along degree the current distraction and 
self indulgence which many opportunities for 
pleasure and play and recreation are sure give 
rise. There have been states society when the 
change from the home the cloister was scarcely 
sensible. those peaceful and pious days 
Catholic family might live religious simplicity, 
with few distractions, much labor and amuse- 
ments save the very simple pastimes evening 
about the family hearth. Contrast those days with 
our own and you will able the better esti- 
mate how much greater sacrifice distractions 
amusements and pleasures the Catholic youth 
must nowadays make enter religion. 

Add this that the interest and color life, 
such is, longer confined the homes 
the rich and the great, but has become general 
atmosphere society penetrating everywhere, even 
into poor quarters cities and lonely rural homes. 
are used finding everywhere the facilities 
for amusement, information, communication, that 
scarcely realize how different the world 
this respect from, let say, even fifty years ago. 
Then the railroad and the telegraph had indeed 
transformed society certain degree, but the 
multiplied distractions modern city and country 
life, which are familiar with, had great part 
still developed. There were automobiles 
lure the folk out over the face the land and 
widen man’s daily range from few miles 
county’s breadth. Now, the automobile industry 
has passed all the others and the greatest the 
land, above iron, oil, coal. Then, moving 
pictures had been heard of. Now said that 
our country alone, eighteen thousand theaters 
show them each day some twelve million people. 
Then the multiplicity magazines, the bulky news- 
paper, the radio, the all-present telephone did not 
exist now. ‘To leave the world those days 
did not mean much these—there was not 
much leave! 


Our children are the midst these things 
from their infancy. Even the less well-to-do have 
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nights, see, hear, enjoy, experience, 
stirred and excited, interested, and amused, 
much part their ordinary existence 
that their elders. wonder then, that some 
them wince and turn away when the divine in- 
vitation brought home them leave all things 
and follow Christ. Add this the general liberty 
and relative independence given our children and 
the case becomes yet more clear. Whatever 
may think the expediencey such methods 
upbringing, simply obvious how much more 
freedom, how much less formal obedience, enters 
into the life child now than fifty years ago. 
enter religion means not only poverty and 
chastity but obedience, not only mortification, but 
submission. Neither the one nor the other pre- 
cisely agreeable the spirit these times with 
which the chiidren less than their elders are 
necessity colored and imbued. 


“Father,” said young priest, who had recently 
come over from Europe, not think that people 
over here quite how much more means 
for young man foilow vocation the priest- 
hood here than did where was born. There, 
life was simple, humdrum, uneventful, and 
unattractive compared what here that was 
not nearly hard give all and the 
seminary should think would here. The 
change was not very great from the boarding 
school where spent younger days the semi- 
nary. There were not such opportunities with us, 
for secular career. must terrifically 
hard comparison quit all the interest, 
color, chances, life and devote everything 
Christ. have great respect, “he finished,, “for 
the young men who become priests the United 
States.” 


this true those who become priests how 
thoroughly must apply also the ones who fol- 
low religious vocation. Nor these reflections 
hold less nowadays for women than for men. 
older times woman was home keeping body, and 
from the seclusion the home that the 
cloister did not mean great change now. 
But our time girls and young women have the 
freedom boys and men. must take all these 
things into account when thinking the reasons 
for fewer vocations and the means promoting 
and encouraging them. 

Against all this attractiveness the world what 
remedy and antidote have offer? The best, 
seems, the spirit supernatural 
generosity and self-sacrifice. The more can 
cultivate this spirit our young folk the more 
they will ready and able surrender for Christ’s 
love all the allurements the world were they 
ten times more delightful and attractive. the 
spirit generous self-sacrifice, based fair love 
and holy fear, which will fortify those whom God 
calls His service turn deaf ears the call 
the world. 

wish develop vocations therefore, 
should aim constantly cultivating our pupils 
supernatural outlook upon the world. should 
teach them that, splendid sanity judgment which 
while making all due allowance for the loveliness 
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and charm earth, (which reflects though faintly 
the uncreated beauty, Who made it,) looks always 
beyond, the goal life’s pilgrimage and esti- 
mates the things time the standards eter- 
nity. The Catholic view point, which the super- 
natural view point, cannot too deeply impressed 
upon all our students nor too clearly brought home 
them. Whether they have vocation not 
supreme moment that they should understand 
the meaning life and time and life’s goods 
the light eternity. 


This view point course impressed strongly 
upon the children during times retreat.

The question often asked, how one 
proach the study form music? How shall the 
student taught? How must bring his 
notice the excellencies the classics, and develop 
him lively sense criticism? The answer is, 
that the field musical teaching must narrowed 
and intensified. Musical training ear-tests first, 
the basis musical education. have instilled 
into student’s brain nice appreciation the 
tones any chord played large number 
instruments, have taught him recognize all 
known harmonies when produced upon various 
combinations instruments, have shown 
example, why bad put more than half 
dozen climaxes upon any one page, have 
explained that cross-rhythms, generally ad- 
visable put the fastest rhythm the highest 
pitch, have acquainted him with critical 
study few the world’s masterpieces, 
have given him the material and principles upon 
which good music may written. superflu- 
ous, say what kind image shall fashion, 
and what must its proportions, for that must 
left his own inspiration and artistic taste. 


Form music what plot dramatic poetry. 
not only expresses the sense proportion and 
balance, but also the sense the latent intimate 
connection things, which unifies existence and 
the sense the beautiful, which indeed becomes 
more powerful and enthralling proportion the 
form clear and comprehensive. For the forms 
art correspond the forms life. Art has 
been defined the exquisite expression 
exquisite impression. impression the forms 
life appear object and environment, limited 
the receptive capacity the individual mind; 
expression, the forms art appear theme and 
development, limited the creative capacity 
the individual mind. Hence the larger and more 
the outlook life, the grander and 
more complex the forms which this outlook 
will expressed.

the Home Economic circular recently issued the 
United States Bureau Education summary statement 
made what girls completing the seventh and eighth 
grades school should know the field home eco- 
nomics, follows: 

“At the close the seventh grade girl should know how 
simple sewing hand and machine; how use com- 
mercial pattern; how to make such garments as plain under- 
clothes and simple gingham outer garments; how to launder 
and how mend cotton garments; and how select suit- 
able materials. She should have developed greater interest 
in the household operations within her home, a willingness to 
serve other members the family, and desire lessen 
her mother’s labor. She should know what food materials 
are essential the maintenance her own health, how 
read and interpret a simple recipe, and how to regulate cook- 
ing temperature. She should able satisfactorily prepare 
alone, plain meal, such breakfast supper, care for 
cooked food, and all necessary dish washing and 


kitchen cleaning. She should be able to care for her own 
room and much work the home she herself 
makes necessary. 

_ “At the end of the eighth grade her knowledge and skill 
household matters should have been further developed. 
She should be able to use machine attachments, clean and 
care for a sewing machine, make more complicated wash gar- 
ments, prepare more difficult meal, and assume more re- 
sponsibility her own home.

3—THE CHILD. 


Another class psychologists hold strongly 
the theory heredity influencing agent 
the mental and moral development the child. 
There doubtless some truth their claim and 
the teacher can not ignore it, and hence should 
familiar with its tenets. 

“There problem modern science,” remarks 
Phillips, “which cries loudly for public attention 
and information. the supreme demand the 
hour, because here that the cost ignorance 
paid direct terms human life. Here the 
old impressions the populace are frequently con- 
trary the well-established facts science but 
without public opinion nothing can made prac- 
tical. 

“Heredity, used ordinary speech, has two 
meanings—one now scientifically proved false, the 
other only part the truth. often 
used cover only the qualities, habits, and char- 
acteristics acquired parents their but 
these functional and structural changes produced 
individual conditions are not now gener- 
ally believed transmitted. Such manifesta- 
tions must distinguished from the poisonous ef- 
fects certain diseases and drugs that act di- 
rectly the germ cell poison and deteriorate 
the same. For thirty years all efforts produce 
any evidence the transmission these functional 
and structural changes acquired during lifetime have 
failed. 

“Heredity means, ordinary speech, that 
can trace the given characteristics some one 
more the ancestors. This accurate use 
the term, but not all the truth. There are also 
hereditary qualities that can not traced the 
ancestors. Such variations are constantly occurring 
throughout nature and man exception. 

“There are thousands qualities and combina- 
tions both physical and intellectual coming into 
existence what have called creative variation. 
Idiots, imbeciles, and deformed children are often 
born parents whose ancestors can not trace 
these characteristics. Geniuses are often like prod- 
ucts. All such variations tend inherited. 

“Heredity not reality, not actuality, 
which environment adds something. not 
question addition, but multiplication. Envi- 
ronment the multiplier; heredity the multi- 
plicand. But the multiplier must denomina- 
tion the multiplicand. Neither 
heredity nor environment furnishes any actualities. 
There are some growths out conditions. 

Though may derive some traits from our par- 
ents and ancestors, are still endowed with 
free will. Whilst environment may act ex- 
ternal stimulus, true that religion can exercise 
powerful influence over young hearts and soften 
their vicious tendencies make them docile 
grace. However beneficial environments may be, 


they are unproductive without religion and educa- 
tion which experience attests. Man has deep in- 
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born religious feeling which may witness 
young children when wisely guided their religion 
and its practices. There responsiveness which 
truly remarkable. Consequently, that education 
which eliminates religious instruction, can not 
true. religion that gives true character, ele- 
vates ideals, promotes real happiness, and makes 
life success; religion that ennobles man, 
creates atmosphere respect and personal dig- 
nity, and imparts eternal value all our acts. 
The child that thoroughly imbued with religious 
sentiments and faithful his religious duties will 
become the true man and honorable citizen, glory 
his family, honor his country, and above all 
true Catholic gentleman. 


4—DEVELOPMENT THE GENERAL 
MEANS EDUCATION. 


Religion. Education proposes dual end: one 
natural, and the other supernatural. The second, 
reason its object, cannot realized purely 
human means, that is, example alone, with in- 
struction and discipline. 

necessity, religion must intervene education 
order maintain our soul state grace 
and supernaturalize prayer and intention even 
the most trivial acts teacher and pupil: Whether 
you eat drink, whatsoever else you do, says 
St. Paul, all for the glory God. 

Without religion, the work education would 
imperfect, mutilated, restricted would 
the pursuit partial and temporal good, the 
well-being this terrestrial life. Moreover, even 
the proposed end caa not fully realized. Man 
having lost through the sin Adam original justice 
his reason has consequence been darkened and 
his will that, not only absolutely 
impossible for him obtain his present natural 
powers the end for which God created him, but like- 
wise morally impossible his actual condition 
reach moral perfection. 

The darkening his intelligence and the weak- 
ness his will, longer enable the intellect 
grasp the plenitude truth, nor the will ac- 
complish the fullness good. Both need 
fortified supernatural assistance give light 
the mind and courage the heart and strength 
the will. Without Me, declaares Our Lord, you 
can nothing. This assistance which preserves 
the intellect from error and the will from vice, 
the grace God. Our Divine Teacher expressly 
taught that grace acquired chiefly prayer, but 
surely obtained that means: Ask and 
you shall receive. Whatsoever you ask the Father 
Name will give you. Heaven and 
earth shall pass away, but word shall not pass 
away. 

Undoubtedly, these declarations Our Lord 
imply operations the supernatural order; but 
who would venture deny that the Creator 
human intelligence may not, pleases, augment 
its power and illumine for discovery natural 
truths and fortify the will for the same end? 
genius is, said, patience, not also some- 
times inspiration? But whatever the object ap- 
plication may be, the will can not fail find its 
most energetic stimulus the idea duty re- 
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ligiously pursued, with the love God and goal 
once temporal and eternal. 

But how religion intervene education? 
devout and fervent prayer and the worthy 
reception the sacraments, pupils will main- 
tained the state sanctifying grace, which 
indispensable the supernatural value the act 
religion well preserve complete liberty 
mind and heart, necessary for intellectual work. 

The religious spirit must animate all scholastic 
exercises; will penetrate and vivify instruction 
measure more less intense according the 
nature the specialties. But there not one 
them, may say, which the teacher may not 
find occasion, naturally and without verboseness, 
present the mind the pupils, considerations, 
reflections, and suggestions nature elevate 
their souls God. Apropos this thought, the 
religious decoration the class-room exerts 
small influence impressionable minds and hearts 
its continual suggestion holy sentiments. The 
habitual sight fine crucifix, pictures the 
Most Blessed Virgin and the Guardian Angel will 
leave impressions that can never effaced. 


Lastly, prayer will open class lesson sanc- 
tify the work intention the pupil and teacher 
and the invocation the Holy Spirit. must 
close like manner and excite hearts senti- 
ment gratitude, which represses the pride 
natural man and earnest new heavenly 
favors.

Verbal instruction also necessary instrument 
nearly all intellectual and moral development. 
Having roused the faculties, excites them, 
directs and imparts taste for activity through ex- 
perience the pleasure which that activity pro- 
cures, and perception the progress realized. 
The spirit initiative and spontaneity aroused 
thereby lays the foundation future progress 
the career the pupils have chosen, proportion 
the capacity they inherit. not less neces- 


sary for the formation the heart, because the 
way the child’s will not directly open the 
teacher who must reach the intelligence 
sensibility. The words the teacher, besides being 
the vehicle instruction, form the material the 
pupil’s language. 

essential that the teacher perfectly 
grounded the matters desires communicate: 
can not teach what does not know, nor clearly 
explain what knows but imperfectly: should 
possess clearness, ease, and vividness expression. 
His instruction should suited the degree 
intelligence and the acquirements the majority 
his pupils. The intuitive method should util- 
ized elucidate points difficult comprehension 
and captivate the attention, and the Socratic 
method judiciously applied will serve stimulate 
the aptitudes pupils and provoke the expression 
their ideas. That method instruction which 
leaves pupils passive attitude wrong, not 
even injurious mental development. The habit 
correct speech only acquired practice, 
and dull taciturnity the consequence only too 
frequent that intellectual passivity which many 
teachers unfortunately accustom their pupils. 


combination example and verbal instruc- 
tion, dual avenue opened the hearts chil- 
dren: the sense sight and the sense hearing: 
St. Paul says, faith cometh hearing. The teacher 
should utilize these simultaneously and never sep- 
arately when giving lesson either oral ex- 
perimental subjects.

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THE TEACHING RELIGION. 
The Catechism 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph. 

The Catechism abridgment Christian Doctrine 
setting forth abstract didactic formulas, preferably 
way question and answer, the sum total revealed 
truth far bears upon Christian life. in- 
tended form the basis the religious instruction. im- 
parted the faithful. constitutes official and au- 
thentic text which the teacher, who teaches religion 
not his own right, but commissioned and authorized 
the Church, supposed adhere strictly and faith- 
fully. The Catechism may concern pedagogues, 
but chiefly concern the accredited teachers the 
Church, whose office see that the faithful receive 
the fullness Divine truth through which salvation 
comes. 

Eclecticism, any sense, repugnant the Catholic 
spirit. The faithful not select the truths which 
they give their intellectual adherence. They not form- 
ulate their own creed. for the Church give the 
creed its content and definite expression. Accordingly, 
from the beginning find the Church stereotyped and 
authoritative expressions belief that constituted the 
subject matter religious teaching. 

teaching religion, the teacher does not enjoy the 
same liberty which possesses when dealing with other 
topics. other branches, the text book merely 
guide that offers suggestions the handling the 
material. The Catechism more than guide. does 
not only suggest methods and general lines treatment; 
does not only offer certain wealth material from 
which the teacher may choose seems fit him; 
gives official text that must taught its entirety. 
Quite appropriately Drs. Gatterer, and Krus, 
say their excellent manual: “The Catechism the 
chief object and the center all catechetical instruction, 
catechetical instruction must endeavor impart 
correct comprehension the catechism’s contents, and 
rigidily adhere the same.” (The Theory and Practice 
the Gatechism.) 

The Catechism venerable little booklet which con- 
tains richest treasures. has always been held 
the highest esteem the faithful and lavish encomiums 
have been heaped upon those outside the Church. 
The clearness its statements, the fullness its con- 
tents, the definiteness its pronouncements and the un- 
hesitating way which sets forth the truth have won 
for numerous friends. Men learning love turn 
its pages and renew its perusal the faith their 
childhood. Those not versed human lore find 
inexhaustible source knowledge and inspiration. How 
many this unpretentious little volume has brought the 
faith impossible say. Let any one pick this 
book small compass and, not utterly devoid 
all intellectual interest, will fascinated its 
crisp answers the most important questions that agi- 
tate the mind man. The modern man receives but 
scant information concerning the fundamental issues 
life. overwhelmed with abundance detail 
about the things the visible universe; but only few 
dare touch one the really vital questions that matter 
ultimately. Outside the Catechism, there are not many 
books that afford him glimpses the invisible world and 
that open him clear vistas eternity. The Catech- 
ism about the only channel through which metaphysi- 
cal knowledge flows the ordinary man. “The enemies 
catechism,” says modern writer, “have perhaps never 
considered how catechism for child elementary 
school his only contact with metaphysics; possible 
have too much metaphysics, but some contact with 
them every active mind suggestive and helpful.” 

But why cling teaching religion such 
obsolete and antiquated form represented the 
catechism? course, teaching questions and answers 
not quite antiquated the advocates newer 
methods would have believe. after all method 
that suggested nature itself. order learn the 
child itself puts questions. These questions are derived 
from the environment which the child wishes interpret 
its mind. The catechism only gives these natural 


questions that spontaneously rise the lips the child 
and every man rigid puts them 
into shape that they become wider application. 
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practically all branches human learning have cate- 
chisms that initiate the beginner into the elements the 
science. When man wishes obtain quick, accurate 
and positive information some subject, not unfre- 
quently has recourse book that places before him the 
matter questions and answers. Students preparing for 
examination find books that type exceedingly help- 
ful, because they facilitate the acquisition knowledge. 


Whenever are anxious know the exact position 
which one occupies matter supreme importance 
pin him down certain questions which make eva- 
sions impossible. Nothing clarifies the intellectual 
atmosphere this inter-play question and answer. 
dispels all obscurity and removes all uncertainty 
what really meant. Only the truth can stand this set- 
ting forth alternating questions and answers. Error 
breaks down under this terrible ordeal. Falsehood and 
vagueness, fear and dread questioning. They are con- 
sciouos that will inevitably and ruthlessly reveal their 
weak points. Now the Church wants its stand the 
supreme problems human existence absolutely 
clear. wishes.to forestall the possibility misunder- 
standing. Hence, propounds its doctrine this form 
which makes for perfect clarity. adopts certain for- 
mulas and refrains from changing its terminology. 
narrows the question definite focus and precisely 
adjusts the answer this definite angle vision. Dog- 
matically considered, the Catechism, consequently, has its 
valid reason for existence. 


Much, however, also may said favor the Cate- 
chism from pedagogical point view. good many 
the things which learn school may forgotten 
without any great loss us. The religious truths which 
learn must not forgotten. They become more valu- 
able and more important grow older. They are 
the highest importance the last moment our life. 
Now, this well recognized psychological observation 
that clear impressions are retained more tenaciously than 
vague ones. But the catechetical method does make for 
clear impressions and that very token strengthens the 
memory. 

The mind the child subject many distractions. 
difficult concentrate its attention given matter 
ofr any length time. best can only get what 
would call flashes attention. continuous text 
wearies the attention; offers nothing that would elicit 
strong response; consequently, will only leave gen- 
eral impression. The question has the psychological func- 
tion renewing the flagging attention and refocusing 
the mind definite point. secures, therefore, 
flash attention for the truth that conveyed. 
The continuous and fluid text lacks articulation and can- 
not impress the mind the child the broken text that 
stimulates again and again the attention the alternation 
question and answer. 

Verbal formulations doctrine are imperative because 
without them impossible preserve the integrity 
the truth. the faith the child survive the as- 
must hedged about such definite verbal expressions 
upon which the mind may fall back any time for proper 
expression opens the door doubt. must remem- 
ber, non scholae, sed vitae discitur. The religious 
orientation. set forth previous article, vagueness 
tion which the child receives not only provisional 
instruction, later superseded something else and 
better. the contrary, last for life. Conse- 
quently, must nature satisfy the child mind, 
but also appeal the mature mind. must capa- 
ble internal growth. must germinal nature 
and offer the possibility expansion the mind waxes 
stronger and becomes more capable grasp its deeper 
import and meaning. Not everything what learns need 
clear the child; the future will unfold more and 
more the meaning the things which has stored 
its mind. Concerning this point the late Archbishop Ire- 
land very appropriately says: “The child, indeed, must 
made learn heart the text the Catechism. 
There must lodged the memory formulas doc- 
trine, norms belief, around which lessons teachers, 
readings and experiences later years can group them- 
selves explanation and development. Formulas doc- 
trine are too serviceable the preservation and the 
growth faith, overlooked neglected the 
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training the Christian child.” (Introduction, The Cath- 
olic Sunday School; Rev. Bernard Feeney; St. Louis, 
Herder, 1907.) have all had the experience that 
the light some newly acquired knowledge old 
piece information sudden sprang into view and took 
entirely novel complexion and assumed hitherto 
unthought-of importance. This also holds good the 
religious knowledge gained early childhood. Its im- 
plications become manifest grow years and 
wisdom.

impromptu speech; but the long ornate oration 
Everett long forgotten, while Lincoln’s short speech 
has become classic our literature. 

The fallacy Shakespeare’s little learning born ig- 
norance, and nurtured Johnson’s jealous taunt has 
waxed strong errors concerning the curriculum the 
school Stratford. Founded Edward VI., and known 
“The King’s New School Stratford-upon-Avon”, 
was far from elementary. surpassed the best modern 
high schools its course Latin and Greek literature, 
equalling these our better colleges secondary edu- 
cation. The Stratford, like other schools that day, 
prepared boys for university entrance, there being then 
other common schools for that purpose. They were 
called grammar schools because, then, Latin and Greek 
grammar together with classic literature were considered 
the essential elements education, and were far more 
cultivated than our modern utilitarian world. Then 
the classics were thought contain the concrete wisdom 
all former ages. 

one was admitted schools, stated, “under 
grammar and their professed purpose was “to 
teach good literature, both Latin and Greek, and good 
authors, such have Roman eloquence joined with wis- 
dom”. The authors studied were Virgil, Homer, Sopho- 
cles, Horace, Juvenal, Plautus, Seneca, Cicero and Ovid, 
the latter being Shakespeare’s most favored author, whom 
sometimes quotes the original. Logic and rhetoric 
were also taught, and history written Hall and 
Hollinshed. 

The status the Stratford school may, furthermore, 
judged from the fact that the fixed salary its head- 
master was double that the famous school Eaton. 
The poet’s teachers were Walter Roche and Simon Hunt, 
and the latter, resigning enter the Society Jesus, 
was succeeded Thomas Jenkins, all graduates Ox- 
ford. The influence which Mr. Hunt, zealous Catholic, 
exercised upon Shakespeare’s budding mind revealed 
his dramas, wherein every occasion exhibits his love 
and reverence for the old against the new State Religion. 
Considering then Shakespeare’s large intellectual capacity 
and his unequalled poetical instincts, may reasonably 
conclude that, during his entire course study, ab- 
sorbed all the instruction which his three masters Ox- 
ford could successively impart. 

The idle rumor which course time grew, like 
many others, into tradition, that Shakespear probably 
left school the age fourteen one the many fic- 
tions which are usually woven around man, once 
becomes famous. verified Washington 
and Lincoln. That rumor naturally originated another, 
which had some apparent foundation, that his father’s 
sudden impoverishment.

are signally disclosed the case Chatterton, Burns, 
Keats, and others humbler status and fortunes than 
Shakespeare.
